Iiater and Important from China. 

CONFIRMATIOX OF PREVIOUS NEWS. 
By way of Hakodadi and Honoluin, vro 
liavo clippings from the Hongkong China 
MaU of the 28lh of October, from which we 
ofbtaia a full confirmation of the news lately 
received from China by way of London, and 
published some time ago in tli3 form of ru- 
mora at Hongkong. The iicw.s appears in 
the shape of coninuinicalioiiK from Uie Cairifi 
of the Allies, from llie il'Jtli Soptember to tlio 
!3lh of October, from which we learn that a 
severe battle liail been fought at a jjlace 
calleil Chaiig-kia-waii, wiiere the iillics had 
rouleti the Chinese General San-ko-lin-siii, 
and procecik>d direct to I'ekiii. On the (itli 
of October, the Emperor's siinimer palace, a 
whorl distance outside o( I'ekin, was taken 
ami sacked, and the following is the writer's^ 
description of that affair: 

Tiie French column, together with Col. 
Tattle's Bri;zade of Cavalry, advanced on 
Yuen-miti-yuen, the English column rather 
nearer I'ekin, a large l»dy of the enemy 
liavini; been observed near the village now 
occupied by us. The French entered with 
only two casnalties, two odicers Gciii;^ 
wounded by the Eunuclis of the palace. On 
the following day, no signs of the French 
being visible, the English fired 21 finns to 
attract attention, and later in the niornii^? 
the Conimander-iii-(.'hief lenrned where they 
were. Lord i:i^;iii, Mr. Waile, Sir II. (Jiaiil, 
Sir I!. X;i[)ier, and tlieir re-iieclivt! stall-, 
proceeileil to the palace, ;uui fomid llic 
F'rencli had been comfortably e.stablisheil 
there, and that a (jreat portion of the mnro 
vahiable moveables had been already taken 
away leaving the heavy, hut valuable arti- 
cles'fiir the Kn.;;li.'.li ; (.r at least what ihiiii;'^ 
the French could not carry they left for us. 

No description can give an idea of the 
splendor of this residence. The entrance 
or reception hall i.^ paved with marble, and 
painted wiih ti<il(l, .nznre. and scailet, in the 
most y(;rgeoiis style, 'i'he tli.une of the 
Emperor is of beaiuKully carved dark wooti, 
and the cushions embroiilered with gold 
<lra:;ons, allractrd general admiration ; we 
iil:«-wise (ib.<erved tlie i,'old crutch ."ii j)|!0,'-Cil 
to ijiive been ii.'^ed by the Emperor ; every 
inner chamber and saloon were very hand- 
somely lilted up, and the ndl.s ol .lilk, satin, 
and crape, all of splendid workmanshij) 
.'speedily furnished CUmmerbiinils and pn;;- 
^erecs for iho French soldiers, who appear 
to have adopted our custom in this respect. 
Tlie jade .stone and China-wan; of ;4reat 
value, and some Severes Cliin.i of Lonis 
Quatorzo would havi; deliHhIed the eyes of 
many a euro fancii.T, ;ind a presentation 
sword with the En^^lish coat of ar.n.< studded 
with gem.s, and evidently ol aiitiipiity, f,'avo 
rise to .soma spi;culatioii. The la.st treaty of 
Tientsin was al.so fonml, and the immense 
quantity of loot of all kiniU inaile it almost 
impossible toknow what to take away. Some 
idea of the quantity of Kilk may be given 
hy the fact that fowl, old |i(iis, etc., were 
wrajiped in the most costly silk.s and na!i: s. 
All the ladies had (lisa[(peared, but their 
lilllu.lupnnese dogs, something tesemblinj^ 
n King Charles spaniol, were running about 
in a distracted state. Mr. Wade secured 
some valuable books and papers ; Rome we 
bcliiive for the Hriti'-h Museum. The l''m- 
poror had left the day before, but his ilesti- 
nation if, I beliove, unknown, it is said 
that a panic took placo amongst the French, 
and that they evacuated the palace, roturn- 
ing, however, when the alaria subsided. 
One thing is certuin, our Allies took cato of 
them lelves. 

On the 12th, nine Sowars of the Sikh 
cavalry vvuro ruluasedand caiiia into cutnp. 
The^bringihe didreiiinv news tliat Cant. 
Andorson and Mr. deNormann died from the 
tilh'(Ms of tliu brutal treatment received from 
the Tartar.s, the hiriuer on the Stii, the latt'.:r 
on Iho I nil day iiflor Ihoy weio ca|)tured. 
The WQUnds caused by the cords hindinu 
thoil' wrUtS, Insufllolent food and other in- 
liiiinnn torture, liaviiif; caused their death. 
One of ihi!..(ii Sikhs, a M)i;^i'ant, v.'as lumiul 
M'ilh them, but hiirvived, and lian liuido a 
«leposition of the lactH. 'I'hoy nni all Mil- 
lering much, and it will bo long before they 
oan return to duty. They weto bronglit 



from a town some 30 or 40 miles off.to which 
they were cnnvcyed soon after their capture. 
No information has been obtained about the 
two other Europeans, Capt. Brabazon, and 
Mr. Bowlby, the Times special corres- 
pondent. 

The Emperor acceedes to all our demands. 
Hariy I'erkes and Colonel Stepliensan, the 
Deputy Adjutant General, went to a hall of 
reception outside, this morning, to confer 
with Hung Key, late lloppo of Canton. 
They told him the city would be bombarded 
if it was not surrendered at upon. .1 

The siege pnns were in position and other 
artillery ready to open fire at the lionr ap- 
pointed, when at a quarter betoro twelve, 
Hung Key |camo out and said all our de- 
mands were acceedcd to. 
• The Ooneral's and StalT, with the Pnn- 
jaubecsand fwth Kegimcnt, then entered the 
outer and inner gates, and ascended to the 
ramparts and took possession of the gate and 
n nunibor of brass guns, (30 1 lelicve,) ami 
mounted our guns in their place.. The 
British Jack and the French Tricolor were 
hoisted, the fcrnior on it high pole by tho side' 
of the gate, the latter out of one of the port- 
holes, whore they show that Pekin i.s in the 
occupation of the Allies, and that, the vaiiiit- 
nd invincibility of the Imperial Celestial 
Citv wa.s a myth. 

The wall is 00 feet wide and paved, and 
the troops inside have thoir tents pitched on 
it. The only thing the Chinese asked was 
that the Chinese coolies should not bo nl- 
lowed to enter the city ; this was conceded, 
Diplomacy will again lake the )ilace of war, 
and we shall watch with crcat anxiety and 
doubt the Buooossful result. It is rcjiorted 
that the General intends to return to Tien- 
tsin in about a fortnight under any eirciini- 
stances, desiring not to bo overtaken by 
winter; if ho docs, wc have no security for 
the fulfilment of any stipulntiuna, and the 
war will have to be renewed after the sea- 
son. 

Wo might winter in Pckin as well a? at 

Ticn-tsin, as our numbers would be but a 
small )iercciilage on it.s iii>i>iilatiijn, said to 
be two millions. It is said we shall nut treat 
until the remainder of the prisoners arc .ac- 
counted for. 

The plunder made by the French was en- 
ormous. Some of the privates .sold their 
snares for as much as ;iO,000 francs, and the 
oflicers, from the General downwards, had 
cnricdicd them greatly. In the British camp 
all the plunder had been sent in for public 
auction and equal distribution. The gen- 
eral officers had waived their right to a 
share. 

The Emperor is reported to Iiavc gone to 
his jialace, Ze-hol, in Tartnry, where Lord 
Alacartnay was received. He has thirteen 
wives with him. 

The Insurgents were proceeding on their 
side to despoil the Imperial Crown of dis- 
trict after district, anil the whole province 
of Shaiishi, in the North, had revolted. 

His Excellency Mr. Ward, the United 
Suites Ainb.-issador to China, is gidiig home 
by tho Overland route, and will join his 
family in Switzerland. 

SitAKOttAE, Get. 29.— The Allies were in 
actual possession of I'ekin. Trade was dull. 
Tho only toas and silks in the market were 
of Japanese growth, and under exi.4ting cir- 
cunistaiu-i's were increasing r.tp'dly. There 
were LOU sail of foreign shipping in AVo- 
song rivi r, and about ];500 Junks, all idle. 
No freight, otTering to the United States or 
Europe. The Kussian agents not being 
able to procure teas in Shanghttc,_hnd gone 
to Naugasaki to procure spring shipments. 

English end Prenoh NobUlty. 

Few persons have any idea of the im- 
mense nnmber of tilled persons in conti- 
nental EiKope. (n Germany they are as 
plentiful as blackberries, hriialy a count- 
ship can be bought for Sl.OO", ami thus 
miikc every son a count and every d.ini;liiei 
a countess. In the reniiisula they equally 
abound. In Hungary the titled Magyar ate 
literail)- more nuineniiis that the peasantry. 
What they are in France n ay be judged 
from the following paragraph, wliich ap- 
peared in the Journal da Havre. 

There is some question ol publishing nn 
ofiicial list of the French nobility, in imi- 
tation of the Peerage Book of England. 
It is .said that the catalogue which is to In- 
drawn up will comprise three categories; 
tho first, of those whose origin dates Irom 
the earliest period of French history, as, for 
example, the house of Montninreiicy, but 
this class will not be nu iiie'i ou.s ; seconil, ol 
the nobles created by the Kings from I'hil- 
lippe III. son of and successor of St. Louis, 
who arrogated to himself the privilegt; ol 
transforming roturiers into nobles J ond the 
third, comprising the imperial .nobility. It 
is calcnbteil that in France there are nearly 
l.OO.OOO nobles of the same categories. 

'I'hero are -l.'i!) Dcers of the realm on the 
roll of Iho House of Lords, for 1800. The 
princes ot the blood royal come first, the 
Prince of Wales loading Iho van ; next, tho 
King of Hanover, who i.s Diiku of Ciiniber- 
lamP; and then the Dnke of Canibiidi-e, 
also a cousin to liiieeii Victoria. The Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, ranks iinrneiliately 
ne.xt to the royal family ; then the Lord 
Chancellor, Archbishop of York and Dnli- 
lin, and sundry high ollicers of Slate; after 
the Dukes, Mar.piises, Karl.i, Viscounts 
and Baioiis, each lorining a body by ilsell, 
and the peers in eai li taking placo accord- 
iniK to liio date of theii peerage. 

In addition to the nobility, .10 the number 
of '15fi,who have seals in tho House of Lords 
tlnnt! are probably I ."iO Scotch and Irish 
peeis who liave not a right to .sit in that leg- 
islalivo chamber. This gives ii total of 00!) 
peers for England, Ireland and .Scoiland. 
Thns it is seen the British peerage is much 
more n.vclusive, and far less nnmeroiis than 
the Fiiiiich ti'i'.i against l.'ill,()iJll. 

A baronet is not a nobleiiian.as soniotinies 
dfmigiiatiMl in this country. Ho has an lior- 
(ulitaiy tiilii,but il is only a eominonuiyoin- 
iiig next, but with a groat gulf botweuii, to 
tliu bnrun, who is a poor of the realm and » 
Imtflditary legislator. 

Tillen are much regarded in Kiiglanil. 
where they are ncaice, and lightly I'sloemril 
on the Contiiier.l, wticro tiioy uroploniy. In 



England, including even honorary tiileis, 
thei'e are only 2,000 nobles among 30,000,- 
000 inhabitants, or one in every 15,000. In 
Finnco there are 150,000 nobles among 
30,000,000 people, or one among every 240.

' New Westminster and ViotorU. 

Were one lo believe all the prophecies of 
the patriotic citizens of New Westminster, 
he might coticluile that its rising coramer- 
cial splendor would soon eclipse Victoria; 
or thai within. a brief period our merchnnts 
would have their lettara' addressed to "Vic- 
toria, noir New Westminster." We do the 
citizens- of New ^eslminister'but justice, 
when we say that they take great interest in 
every question that tends to advance its in- 
terests. Yet, nt the same time, we have not 
the most distant idealhatNew Westminster 
will ever equnl, let alono pass Victoria, in 
the race for commercial supremacy. We 
■ concede thai ilieru must, in the iialurn of 
things, be a thriving iitllo town near the 
mouth of Fraser Ilivcr; and that town, 
doubtless, will be New Westminster. But 
the latter has not the same accidental nor 
geographical advantages as Victoria. In the 
first place, the trade of New Westminster 
will be confined solely to British Columbia, 
Her direct foreign trade will be next to noth- 
ing.- '•'In the' locat'traa'e'of llie Cpldny, how- 
ever, she can nev^r 'be the sole tnistcess, 
Victoria is bound to compete with her; and 
besides, a more northern port is likely to 
claim Us share of the local trade, That a 
leasible route exisls from the coast across to 
Fori Alexander, we have not the shadow ot 
a.iluubt. As ^oon as it is opened, the larye.si 
aiiiouiii ol trade for the norihein mines will 
take that direclioii; becau.-^e it is nearer, and 
consequently would be introduced into the 
interior cheaper. The openiiit,', however, of 
a northern port of entry wnuld only tend to 
build up Victoria. The traders of the nortl;- 
erri mir;e» — pusses.sing. geriendly, a small 
capital — would not be abie to import direct 
Inuii i.t), ad ; iliey would naturally order 
Ikmi Vu luria, where they are known. A 
In r ol l aiiieiswould connect Victoria with 
the uorihern port. By Ibis ineans. ihe pre- 
eijiineiioVof Vioto'tia would be made still 
mofe^'oertain. . . 

AnoVher reason- why New Westminster 
cannot cummand the whole trade along the 
present route lies injbe fact, that staunch 
eieamboais are already built adapted to 
imvigaiing ihe Gulf of G-ioryia in any 
weattier, as wel as to the navigation of 
Fianer River. This class of boats will load 
at Viii .n.i, and f .r a lai-ye pnition of the 
Vi-ar c:i.M-..iai;;e at Hope or some point near

houses to interior traders would attract them 
hither; and were no credit required, the 
mere fact of possessing a larger market than 
under any circumstances can be establish- 
ed at any point on Fraser River would bring 
tradeis here. So we ate bound to enjoy the 
lion's share of trade. 

No obstacles, oxcept natural ones, and 
tho tariff, have stood in the way of New 
Westniinntcr trade since the Custom House 
was established there in .July, 1859, and yet 
It has not succeeded in becoming the 
emporium of trade for British Columbia. 
Sliedoesnot possess the confidence of the 
moneyed classes. The confidence of capital- 
ists and merchants in- Viotoria cannot be 
shaken. Every day adds to its strength. 
The recent sale of real estate in diontes the 
confidence reposed in our permanence by all 
classes. Besides, wo are not- dependant 
moroly on British Columbian trade. Wo 
have our local trade, the navy, and an in- 
creasing trade with Pugct Sound. When it 
is cll summed tip, wc need have no fear of 
New'Westminstcr; and may rest content that 
every new move will only enhance tho im- 
portance of Victoria, and urge her ahead of 
all competitors. 



Commerce of Portland. 

Some idea of the extent of the commerce 
of this city, says the Portland Advci liser,may 
be inferred from the fact that no less than 
$11-1,000 have been shipped to San Fran- 
cisco, by tho banking hon-seof Wells, Fargo 

Co., during the past six moyUhs. Of this 
amount, S.']7,000 was recciveil by the above 
house in this city, from Rock Creek, and 
other sections of the mineral region east of 
the Cascades. ' 

When we lake intoconsideratlon the facts 
that large shipments are also made to San 
Francisco every week by merchants in this 
city, and also by the Hanking establishment 
of lisdd & Tilton — it will be apparent that 
the shipment of specie from this city during 
the past six montbs.will, nearly, doilble the 
foregoing figures. Aside from the amount 
of coin and drafts remitted to California for 
goinl.s, a large amount ol produce is shipped 
weekly fcoiu this port to consignees in San 
Francisco, and the amounts realized ihere- 
'rorn placed to the credit of the shipjier. 
These shipments may al.«o be credited as so 
much cash remitted from Portland, and they 
will serve to swell the aggregate amount to 
a much larger sum. 

From the Advertiser's own 'showing:, the 
commerce of Portland ii ' far less than was 
generally imagined. Were the whole ex- 
ports of Porlland sum med up on the above 
(lata, the commercial activity of Oregon 
compares unfavorably with these colonies. 
At the utmost it would be diflicult to set the 
total shipment of treasure and merchandise 
from there higher than S250,0O0 for six 
months, which is about equivalent to tho 
monthly exports of gold dust, drafts, coin, 
and merchandize from Victoria alone to the 
Stales and Europe.

L. E. Strong is in Portland trying to organ- 

ize a telegraph company to construct a 
line from that plaeo to Yrelta. The dis- 
tance is 301 mile's; the cist S7.),nO0. If 
the (ilijeci is elfected Porlland will be put 
in teleL'raphic cninmiiniratitiii with Cali- 
fornia; and with the Atlantic Slates w-hen 
the Overlaiul Telegraph is coinjileteil. We 
ccrlaitily hope the enlerprisn may be 
succpssfiil. The next move would be a 
fiubmarir;n tef'uraph from Victoria to sume 
|ioiiil in Washington Territory, and from 
thence to Portland. With telegraphic con- 
nection we would be as near io England and 
the Atlantic States as California herself. It 
is only a matter of time, however, honking 
at tlie giL'aiitic strides we have already 
maile, within the past two years, tin,' time 
cannot be far distant when the enterprise of 
Victoria will establish teleuraphic com- 
munication with our territorial neiiilibors.

The .Registrar read the indictment, and 
the prisoner pleaded " Not Guilty." 

Attorney General Gary addressed the jury 
on the part of the prosecution, and claimed 
that this jury must take steps for the repres- 
sion of crimes of tha nature of which the 
prisoner was charged. Th-s prisoner and de- 
ceased were doubtless drunk at the time of 
the killing, but the prisoner was none the 
less culpable in the eyes of the law. It 
would have to be shown to the entire satits- 
faction of the jury that the deceased vras in 
the act of committing a felony before you 
can acquit the prisoner. The learned geu- 
■tieraau reviewed the points uf the evidence 
lie cipectod to produce, and ouncluded by ad- 
vising the jury that they rnu.it placfj no re- 
lianc(! in the many wild statemcnls thai 
luive been wade by fiieiids of tlie prisoner 
relative to the causes that led to the com- 
' mission of the crime. All prejudices, no mat- 
ter whether for or against the prisuner must 
be thrown aside, and the case tried by the 
j ury on its own merits as brought out in the 
ct'urse of the e.xaminaiion of ihu witnesses. 

Tlie prosecution llieii called RIis. .Mary 
Ann Vine, who was acting as a nurse in 
Millinglon's family at llic lime of the killing 
to the stand. 

Mar]f Ann Vine, sworn — I remember the 
morning uf the '2d insl. ; was stopj)ing at 
.Milliiigton's house ; retired to bed about 
ili o'clock, and went Id sleep : 1 woke up 
•some time after and heard a liurse or horses 
outside the house. Soon two strange men 
came into the Iniuse : one asked, " Where 
J.S the nialclies,-' as if he was talking to 
liis companion; tliey ilid not see mo; 
<lon't know what 4ime it was when they 
came in; did not see the men ; their vnices 
.were strange to mo: the men were there 
some time. Alter they had left I heard two 
men quarreling outside ; I heard the voice 
of one of the men that came into the house ; 
iiis was a verv gruli voice; hoard Milling- 
ion say, '• Get off my horse." The man 
■called iMillington a iian^e atui said he got 
the horse from I'arker. The man then 
struck Millington and knocked him down. 

Mr. Garv— How do you know he struck 
ilillingtoii .' 

j\,is. — Why, I heard the blow. 

Mr. Gary — Well, how do \nu know which 
man Struck the other ! Do" you suppose if 
Millington had struck the deceased the 
blow would have sounded any dilFereiil 1 

— : I dun't know who ^vas struck. 
A very short tune afterwards prisoner came 
back and asketl some one outside for his 
horse; then there was a second quarrel : a 
pistol was fired, Inii 1 dun't know who fired 
It : I didn't see it lired. 

.Mr. Gary [sitting liuwii] — Now, .Mrs. Vino, 
calm your.~ell — keep perfectly (juiet — just 
wait a little bit. 

After the lapse of a few momenta, the 
witnessed rcsum : 

When prisoner came into the house the 
first lime, there was a quarrel; / don^l Icwne 
m hf. asked for /if; /)is(ol wild after n j/iiW iciis 
fired: a^ked tui a justul alter n sliot had 
been lired ; don't know that he- got it : lieaid 
a cry of murder when the shot was lired ; 
prisoner was out of the house when the shot 
was fired; don't remeniher much about tho 
allair. anyhow, I was so f rightened ; iMilling- 
ton seeiued the worse fnrli.)Uor; when ho 
asked for the ])istol, I r 'iilicd, '• look for it ;" 
and then he said: " Uli, I've gni it!'' he 
went (juicklv out, and //if»i I heard l\n' pistol 
shut fired! '[ Sensation in. Court. j lie was 
not a second before he found his pistol and 
went out again and the shot occurred. 

Mr. Gary | again sitting dowiij — Now, Mrs. 
Vine, bo carelul what you say. Afti^r ii few 
moments, the Attorney General resumed : 
Are you sure it was only a secornl between 
tho tifiie when he got his [listol, went out, 
and the shot was lireil ( 

Aiis. — Ves; after the shot was fired, Mil- 
lington came baok to the house, and called 
out to me, *' Where are tho matches 1" I 
told him to eorni) into my room and he 
would get n light; ho (lid so, and told me 
he had .-^hot ii man ; he saiil lit) had beitn 
kicked, and tho man hail ihreateiicd in cut 
his tlirout ; he did not say ho wan aliaid of 
having dono anything; ho apoke to .Mrs. 
Millington, hilt 1 did not hear what he said ; 
I have forgotten it ; 1 have myown business 
to attend to. and I cannot dwell upon other 
I'cople'h, luMv •liould 1 know what pa.sses 
between man and wile .'—I'm not supposed 
to know. 

Mr. Cary naked for His Lordshlp'l nolo*,

sel, the examination of the witnos.s was re- 
sumed ;J It occupied nbouf a necond for 
Millingitoii to come into his house, ask for 
his pistol, r.nd leave again J I can't say 
whether it took four minutes ; it was a very 
short time, and that's all 1 know ahciut it; 
1 did not tell him to look fur his piatol; only 
heard one shot fired; think iVlillington told 
me he had got the pistol before the shot was 
fired; I was so excited that I didn't know 
what I was doing for some days— -in fact, I 
Imycn't known my own business since; I 
haven't been myself since. [Witness here 
comphuued of boing very unwell and un- 
able to remain standing, and a chair was 
brou'dit her, and she Ktve the remainder 
of he'r evidence sitting.] Heard the cry of 
murder directly after the shot was fired; 
tliere arc three rooms in prisoner's house ; 
Mrs. Millington was in bed with me; Mil- 
lingtou came into our room tor a light, and 
I saw th&t his face was bleeding dreadfully, 
and ho was dirty and mudily ; iiis counten- 
ance was gliastly ; ho had a large wound 
on his cheek;'! think when he left our 
room he went to sleep in the kitchen. — 
About eight o'clock the same morning I 
went to the pump to get a pail of wafer; 
snd I saw a hotso standing "near the front 
door with the bridle thro«-n over. the door 
latch, his saddle was under his belly, and 
the girth was on his back ; between two and 
three o'clock on the same afternoon I found 
the dead body of a man lying about forty- 
five or lifty yards from the house, near a 
white pine tree that had been felled for 
firewood ; its hetid was towards the boughs; 
1 did not go near the body, but sent for 
Millington. " Bill," 1 said, "you've shot 
that man if it was you tliat lired last night." 
He said lie could not hel[) it if ho had. He 
did not seom e.vcitcd, but answered calmly 
and quietly. [Grey felt hat shown to wit- 
ness.] That looks like a hat Millington 
used to wear. [A revolver-sheath pro- 
duced.] This looks like a revolver-sheRllio 
tho children used to play with. [A Cult's 
si.\-shooter shown to witness.) I could not 
swear to this revolver belonging to the pris- 
oner ; I have seen his pistol lying around 
in diflerent places in the hou.so. [Cap shown 
to witness.] I saw this cap hanging on the 
door-handle the day after, tho shooting; 
think I saw a cnaa named Petorhang it 
there. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Ring for the de- 
fence — There was no conversation between 
Millington and his wife when ho came after 
the pistol ; she was in bed with me at tho 
time of the shooting and asleep, but woke 
up immediately afterwards; 1 was e.\am- 
ined before the coroner. 

Question —Didthe coroner put any ques- 
tions to you 1 

The Attorney General objected to tho 
queslioii ; and a long (fi.'cuision ensued be- 
tween thft counsel on both sides as to the 
admissabilily of any evidence concerning 
tho coroner's inquest; which his iordship 
finally put an end to by by slati.^g that the 
rule of the Court was such as t» preclude 
• uch queries unle-.i the depositions vero 
previously taken in evidence. 

(,'r OSS-examination resumed — Millington, 
at the time of the shooting, had charge ol 
Parker's horses ; during the sculHo .'here 
was a heavy fall, but I can't say who fell ; 
the horse I saw at the door in the morning 
was .Mr. Millington's horse ; the piisouer has 
a family of four children. 

— Were you in a stale of trepidation 
when the coroner eaaminod yon ! 

Mr. Cary objected. 

iMr. .McCreiglit contended that the ques- 
tion was relevant. 

Ills hrdship decided the question t^o be 
irrelevant. 

Witness continuing — My nerves have 
been shaken ever since; I heard Millington 
order the man off his horse two different 
times. 

To a juror — The distance from the stable 
t ) whore the body was lying, was about 20 
yards. 

The Court here adjourned till half-past 2 
o'clock, p. M. 

AFTKf'.N'Oi iN' SlOS.'^KtX. 

The Court ro-as.-iiiiiblyd at 3 o'clock. 

I'ettr Wdliams sn-orn — Am a boatman ; 
went to bed on the morning of the 2d of 
January between the hours ot land 2 o'clock; 
heard somebody walking past the house and 
looked out of my wiiulrnvaiid saw Mr. Mill- 
ington going towards his house, staggering 
drunk ; saw no one olse at the time ; a little 
while afterwards I beard a noise towards 
his house as if some persons were figliting 
iheio ; heard .\li Iliiigtoii'K voice once,8hying, 
" I'll lii you ;" dill not reco:;nize the other 
man's voice; a litlln after 1 heard Milling- 
ton's voice I heard a pistil go oil, aiid then 
a mall's voice crying out " murder," three 
times ; [cap shown witness] picked this up 
near Millnigtoii's house the same morning 
between 8 and 9 o'clock ; Millington saw 
mo and called out, " (Jive me that cap, a 
man has taken my hat;" Millington was in 
bed then and looKcd out of the wiiuhiw ; I 
hung the cap on tho knob: Millin.'toirs 
face w;\,i scrali^hed at the time; hi; looked 
as if ho had received a stroke across his 
face with a .iliek ; 1 said to him, " 1 heard a 
shot last night;" and he said " y<.'s, a man 
tried l-j steal my liorMU last night and 1 shot 
at him :" he said the man had struck him 
with a itiok ; he said if any man atole a 
horse from him ho'd shoot him. 

Gros^-examiried for llm liefcnee— Saw 
blood about aeeu.sed'.s mouth and l-ice. 

To a Juror — The lace of llio accused was 
muddy and bloody ; did not go out when I 
hoard tho man cry out " murdt t." It i> 
nothing iiimsiial to hear lliiil when jieoplc 
are driiiik — theio we hiive no police. 

Ined, Widuuns, sworn — In the alteriifoii 
of the 2J, between two and three o'clnek, I 
was requested by Millingtoira little b<iy, to 
HO til tlis father's house, as Ins motlii'r 
wished to speak to mo; saw a dead body 
J list at the end of Millinglon's lot; tho body 
was lying liclwceii two slumiw or log.s ; 
ihejd M'as a liraiu'li or two acro.is the lacii, 
but thsto suomod to liavo boon no attomin 
at conaeBlment. I Itnew Coombs; he was 
a mugicinn on tho Plumper; tho body lying 

Ihcie Wjis liis. 

Win. liiuinn/, M. f)., teslilifld to seeing 
the body ul ileceasfd ; the only niiirli ol 
violencr on the body was thai of a giiii-sliot 
wound ; Ihii man's liiu^k miidl havi! been 
turned lit the tiniii iho piMol was fired al 
him ; tliem was a ilowiiwaid lemlcncy in 
|hn c»ur!<n of the hall; such downward Icin- 
doncy was iml caused hy the hall coming 
ill ooiitiict wilh a bono. [The hall slniwn 
to witnossj, Exiruoted lUis bull IVoiii the 
body of deueoood ; if tho man had baou shot 
on horsabaok bv a man on foot the tondunov 
of th» ball would not bavs bo«n downward. 
Croii'txamiiiad bj Mr. UIng— Tb* we^« 



pon must have been held above the level of 
that part of the body through which the 
ball passed; tho ball lodged in the spinal 
column. 

James Dohcrlij. sworn— Had a conversa- 
tion wilh Millington on the morning of the 
2d inst J called at his house and went 
through the back way; in the rear apart- 
iment I saw 2 ladies and int}uired for Mill- 
ngion ; the y told mo he was in tho front 
room ; he wa.s dressing himself when I 
went in ; he lold me he was up a great por- 
tion of the night and had a row ; he said he 
did not know the parties he had the row 
with, but believed they belonged lo the 
Plumper; he said hj shot at a man wtio 
was trying to take away his horse ; he said 
he didn't know whether ho shot him or not, 
but the man ran away and hollered ; heard 
him tell some other folks during the day 
that he had shot at a man. 

Sergeant (Scorge Blake the police force, 
guorn— Saw the prisoner the day alter tha 
murder; [pistol handed witness:] found 
this in prisoner's house on the day ef tho 
coroner's inquest; saw the hat and cap al 
the coroner'.s iiujue.st. 

iMr. Cary here corrected a statement he 
had made to the jury in his opening speech. 
He had there stated that the body was 
covered; upon looking, however, at the evi- 
dence he found that ho was wrong in Ins 
statement. 

Mr. Ring addros-sed the jury nt some 
length on behalf of his client, claiming that 
the killing was in self-defence and ^ tiio 
prisoner entitled to a^vetdict of acquittal. 
The wounds upon th^^'^riiBoner's'faoe testi- 
fied to by Mrs. Vine and others showed con- 
clusively that a struggle had taken place 
between them ; and Millington had been 
severely injured. The whole testimony 
went to show.that the deceased had stolen 
tho prisoner's horse, and it was only when 
he was making off with it that the deadly 
wound was inflicted. The learned counsel 
concluded wilh an eloquent and fervid ap- 
peal on behalf of the prisoner. 

Chief Justice Cameron delivered a brief 
charge, in which he reviewed the evidence, 
and instructed tho jury that they must deal 
with tho case upon its merits, without re- 
gard to the eloquent appeal to their sympa- 
thies from the learned counsel fortho de- 
fence. 

The jury were then condiibted to their 
room, and the Court was' adjourned till 8 
o'clock. 

EVKXING SKSSIOX. 
A few minutes after eight o'clock, a knock 
on the door fniiu the inside of the jiiry-room 
announced iliut the jury had agreed upon a 
verdict. The Chief Justice took Wis seat, 
and a deathlike stillness pervaded the apart- 
ment. The prisoner looked pale but firm, 
and o.tideot'y prepared .for the worst. He sat 
immediately behind his counsel. 

TUB VERDICT. 

.■\.ftcr the jury had taken their scats, 

Registrar— Oenllemen of the Jury, have 
you agreed upon ;i verdict? 

Tho I'oroiiian— We have. 

Registrar— Do you find the prison.: r guilty 
of the crime whereof he is charged in the 
indictment, or not guilty ? 

The roromaii— NOT GCILTV. 

The prisoner lose to his feel and grasping 
the liands uf his cuuiisel, .Mr. King, shook it 
warndy. He also shook hand.s with .Mr. 
Dennes, his attorney, and was evidently 
highly pleased at the result of the trial. 

Chief Justice Cameron— William Mil- 
lington ; In accordance wilh the verdict, 
you are now discliargeil. 

'I'he prisoner immediately left the bar and 
received the congratulations of a few friends 
who had remained all day anxiously await- 
ing the result. The trial, judging from the 
large number of persons in attendance, 
awakened a great deal of feeling among our 
citizens, who thronged ihe Court-room dur- 
ing the ses.-iion, and watehed the proceed- 
ings wilh much apparent interest. 

The Court was adjourned till to-morrow 
(Wednesday) 30th inst., at 10 o'clock, a.m.
